Desert, and somo of the principal 
characters arc Arabs; so Mr. Colin 
Campbell, in making his arrangements 
for appropriate properties, bought - a 
lot of real and most interesting Ara- 
bian trappings. Including those won- 
derfully striped tents, bales and bales, 
of beautiful rugs, camel harness, those 
peculiar Arab guns so beautifully in- 
laid with mother-of-pearl and studded 
with jewels, great water Jars, etc. The 
garments made In Arabia especially 
for those who were to participate in 
"The Garnet From Bagdad" were sup- 
plied in ample quantities, so that wo 
could look tlie part and he presented 
to the world as the genuine article. 


From the big Selig Jungle-Zoo out 


at Bastlake, In Los Angeles, JUr. Camp- 
bell' made a . requisition for about 
twenty camels. You can just imagine 
a man writing a. requisition on a slip 
of paper just as though it were for 
twenty papers of pins, or twenty ar- 


Ins'tructions were given that no trimli 
or clothing,- except that suitable f< 
the pictures, wore to he taken alon 
No one was permitted to carry nny e 
ecus baggage.

Arabian Nights Talc. 


It looked like a. tale out of tl 


Arabian Nights when our caraVa 
started across tho desort. Tlio pier 
Ing rays of the suu. foil upon us wit 
out mercy as the day was hot, hut w 
all jjnveloped our heads and dices,I 
the voluminous folds of Arab cloth 
so that the sifting sand dust did nc 
bother us'as much as we expected. 


Following behind the strictly orie 


tal caravan came the up-to-date Ame 
lean parade, consisting of huge wa 
ons, many of which bore cnormai 
It'.nks containing thousands of galloi 
of water. This was o special provisio 
made at the instructions of Mr. Sell 
and for which we were all grateful b 
fore another day had passed. Thcs 
enormous wagons were hauled by 
number of pairs 'of horses—sixteen o 
twenty—I do not remember whic 
They were equipped with broad tire 
so that the wheels did not sink deep! 
into the sand. They were cspcciall 
constructed for use on the desert. 13 
hind the big tank wagons came othe 
wagons loaded with tents, provision 
cooking utensils and the entire cam 
outfit.

We could see pllliim p( 
whirling and twisting sand, each sur- 
rounded by a nimbus of dust through 
which the sun shot its rays malting 
various tinls all of which were'sad and 
lifeless. 
It is really a dilllcult thing, 


I suppose, to get much beauty out ot a 
dust cloud, 
and nearer, 
laid their long necks straight on the 
ground ready to meet the storm. 


As soon as the dust began to swirl 


about us, wo wore enveloped in the 
huge cloths covering, thd automobile, 
and we remained under co-ver until 
the storm had swept past. Luckily, 
it was not a severe storm. It lasted 
only about ten minutes, and wo could 
see It swirling and twisting In the dis- 
tance us it passed on over the desert1. 


The men of the p'jrty rodo here and 


there always keeping within sight ot 
tho caravan and they-brought back for 
our inspection those ugly little horned 
loads, an amazing collection of lizards, 
\vlille they reported -tho conquest of 
several rattle-snakes,' 


We passed nn old miner—a typical 


MOcr, dressed In a gray woolen shirt, 
corduroy trousers and long heavy 
boots, 
lie was camped by tho way- 


side, his only comx>anion being a. tiny 
burro, dressed In an cnorirfbusi pack 
saddle. The bid man had his pick.and 
shovel and gold-pan strapped to tho 
pack saddle and evidently had holies 
of finding some place to uso-tliem. Our 
party greeted him jovially and wished 
him good luck, but he sat by his little 
eitnip (ire unmoved and with no more 
expression on his features than his 
companion, the burro. 


In the desert, one day is just about 


the same as another day, ,wliilo the 
nights offer no cliango from\tlie mon- 
otony. 
Of course, we had a big tont 


which \vc used as u drawing-room and 
there in [he evcni^, we sat about— 
with iniisilc sometimes, givingia bridge 
party, and enjoying ourselves in vari- 
ous ways. Several In tlio party had 
good voices, so we had somo singing 
of excellent quality. 


One thing we were always careful 


about, u-t'.« to make a thorough exami- 
nation o; our bedding before retiring 
for tho night. More than ono member 
of I be parly gave vent to ejaculations 
of horror upon the discovery of a scor- 
pion or • centipede, which evidently 
thought the bed had been especially 
prepared for his comfort. 


Day by day the picture making went 


on. There was mad riding ou horse- 
back nnd camelbnck. There was shoot- 
ing, and I will never forget tlio day 
of (he fierce combat which was so 
realistic (hat we all shuddered, and 
felt that we had.witnessed a tragedy, 
Indeed. 
Of course, during the action 


of tlie piece, other Jights were pic- 
lured, but the big fight in the desert, 
s surely one that will fascinate every- 
one who sees the picture. 


One itarticntar thing about our des^ 


crt journey, at least the fact was pe- 
culiar lo us, occidentals, was tho close 
application of tlio Arabs and other Mo- 
liainniudans tn our train, to tholr re- 
ligion!;, duties. 
They had n muezzin, 


v.-lio was also a whirling dervish, and 
he called Ihe devolees of Mohammed 
lo prayers as slrlctly ns though they 
were in their own homo country. 


Enjoyable Feature. 


An. exceptionally enjoynhlo feature 


n connection witli our tr'p, was tho 
privilege .of taking a bath-^-somcthlng 
never before done in tlie desert. Mr. 
Scilg liiid an eye to the comfort of tho 
nembers of his troiipe, and instructed 
that arrangements should be made for 


plentiful supply of water to be used 


'or bathing purposes. I don't suppose 
hat ever before in the history of. a 
lescrt caravan, were daily baths In- 
iulgcd in by members of a. party. 1 
ion't mean lo intimate that everybody 
.ook baths, but some of us did, and it 
nade 
life less diflicult under 
the 


Ireadfnl and mournful surroundings. 


It took us a long time in the desert, 


ind Iho work was hard, hill we know 
hut it mnal be accomplished and wo 
ill did our best. So that when you see 
The Carpet From Ilagdad" produced 
i\ a great Selig photoplay, (hogo of 
ou who read this article, will re'call 
he substance of my writing. We did 
lot move about much and,we wcro 
airly comfortable during the weeks 
pent in the desert. 


I can realize how a man, alone amid 


[10 trackless waste of sands, can ho- 
ome hopeless and helpless eopoclally 
lien without water. 1 will-never for- 
el one day when we had ridden BOV- 
ral miles from camp, that wo dlscov- 
red that tho canteens had been left 
ehlnd. Thorn was no wafer to drink, 
f course, wo were without wn'ler for 
nly a few hours, but the very fact 
iat wo could not have It when wo 
anted it, made ns desire it all the 
norc. , 
1 have experienced more pleasant 
ccnsions than (our trip through the 
allfornla Desert, and I nlso have ex- 
erionced occasions that were more 
nplcasnnc.

quipped-with primitive conveniences, 
id with limited supplies of food and 
ator, naturally finds such n trip a 
rdship, but we, equipped with every 
oclorn convenience and supplied with 
I sorts _ o t luxuries, really felt no 
real Inconvenience, llnl, it fs really 
wonderfully wolrd experience to live 
,-on for a short lima lu the desert.
